A lie sent four miles over a telephone 
wire killed George Bickhaupt as surely 
as a bullet would have done it. 

It consisted of just four deadly words: 

“Tda’s husband killed her.”’ 

Ida Schaller was the favorite sister 
of Bickhaupt, a prosperous farmer four 
miles from Mascoutah, Ill.,. 12 miles 
east of Belleville. 

Mrs. Schaller was in the kitchen of 
her home in Mascoutah Friday when 
she ‘said to her 13-year-old. daughter, 
Matilda: ‘I don't feel well and I be- 
neve I will lie down.’ Half an hour 
later she arose to get a drink and fell 
to the floor unconscious. 

Her daughter called Dr. Scheve, but 
when he arrived at the house Mrs. 
Schaller was dead. 

Dr. Scheve telephoned to the home ot 
Bickhaupt to inform him of his sister’s 
ceath but was told that Bickhaupt was 
at the residence of Charles Richter. 

The physician reached him on_ the 
phone there and told him that Mrs. 
Schaller had died suddenly. 

Bickhaupt hurried to his home. He 
had been there only a few minutes 
when his telephene bell rang. 

He picked up the receiver. Then along 
the wire from Mascoutah came the fa- 
tal lie: 

“Ida’s husband killed her.’’ 

The receiver fell from Bijckhaupt’s 
hand. He staggered througn the door 
and fall dead on the porch. 

When Mrs. Schaller died, her husband, 
Adam Schaller, was at work at Rent- 
shler, Ill., five miles from his home. 

Hieart disease caused both deaths.

Mrs. Hoehn told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday that 
Eva went to the door to receive the par- 
cel, and that she had an instant suspi- 
cion that it was poisoned, cautioning her 
mother and 12-year-old sister, Clara, not 
to eat it. 

Mrs. Hoehn has a sister, Mrs. A. N. 
Neeley, who lives in Pittsburg, and 
she says the two voung men she sus- 
pects knew this. The fact that the 
candy was bought in St. Louis, and 
that her sister has not sent her a Christ- 
mas present for years, deepened her 
suspicton. 

Told to Leave Home. 

The two young men left the Hoehn 
home two months ago at Mrs. Hoehn’s 
request, she says, and she held their 
belongings for their board, which she 
says they failed to pay. She says one 
of them won the favor of Eva at first, 
and that later the other’s attentions 


that she (Mrs. Hoehn) objected to both 
of them. 

After the departure of the young men 
Mrs. Hoehn received several letters, she 
says, threatening her with death unlass 
she’ withdrew her opposition to the at- 
tentions of the young men to Eva. The 
last of these letters, she says, reached 
her Monday.

Before they had reached the 1000°féot 
station the compartment partition above 
began to fall. The men were knocked 
off the ladder, but fell only a short dis- 
tance, as the shaft filled with debris be- 
hind them. It seemed an age, they said, 
before they traversed the ninety and odd 
feet to the 1000 foot station. Everything 
Was dara and full of dust, and they 
estimate that it was an hour before they 
reached the station, where R. A. Bailey, 
who manned the pumps, was a prisoner. 

Telephone Saves Men. 

Within a few minutes after the cave- 
in eccurred, Bailey communicated with 
the upper levels by telephone: “Shut off 
the steam so we can’’—. Then the 
fine wire broke. Enough had reached 
the men above for them to understand 
what was wanted. The steam was shut 
off, and it was planned to use the steam 
pipe for pumping air to the men. It 
was then discovered the steam pipe was 
breken, and before a water pipe could 
be connected with the fan, the entombed 
men almost suffocated from breathing 
the dust, with which the station and 
drift were filled. They say that the air 
is now comparatively pure, and it. is 
necessary to work the fans only occa- 
ionally. 

Until the telephone was repaired the 
men communicated with the upper ley- 
els by tapping on the six-inch water 
pipe, indicating that three of them were 
still alive by giving\three\ taps at short 
intervals. The water pipe has-been the 
salvation of the men, as through it 
they have been furnished air and water 
and food. 

A chain of four two-inch iron pipes, 
each six inches long, connected with 
flexible links and inclosed top and bot- 
tom with screw caps, are filled with 
liquids and solid food and lowered by a 
windlass. The food contrivance is made 
flexible, so tlhmt it can pass the elbow 
of water pipe at the station. 

Men Make Cots. 

Canvas was lowered through the pipe, 
anil with some pieces of pipe and boards 
which the men found at the 1000-foot 
Stations they made three cots, which 
add greatly to their comfort. For the 
first few days they were forced to sleep 
on the ground, 

The two men drowned were unmar- 
riel, as are also McDonald and Brown. 
Bailey’s wife is almost constantly at 
the telephone talking te him, and helps 
to lighten her anxiety by assurances 
that he is in ne immediate danger. The 
rescuers are now working one hour at 
a time in shifts of two men each.

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Charities So Overrun That 
Rockpile Is Suggested 
as Remedy.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The charitable 
organizations of the city are facing a 
crisis such as has not confronted them 
in years. Hundreds of applicants for 
clothing, food and lodging are being 
turned away daily and the Municipal 
Lodging Housed full to overflowing. 
There were 2353 persons refused lodging 
there from Dec. 1 to Dec. 23. Three 
rooms on the East Twenty-sixth street 
pier, where Commissioner of Charities 
Hebbard has his offices, are being used 
nightly for sleeping quarters for the 
homeless. 

These extraordinary conditions were 
responsible for a meeting held teday by 
20 men_of the leading charitable organ- 
izations in the United Charities Build- 
ing. 

The 1ecords show that many of the 
present applicants for charity are from 
other cities. 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
the Department of Charities should 
send a person receiving a hight's lodg- 
ing to spend a few hours in the quarry 
at Bleckwell’s Island to pay for the 
free housing. 

In this way the members of the con- 
ference agreed that undesirable appli- 
cants who live on the bounty of the 
city might be ridded. One of the re- 
markable features of the present con- 
dition is that many of the applicants 
for charity are skilled mechanics 
and men of more than average inteili- 
gence. They say they cannot find work 
anywhere. Most of them are attracted 
to New York City by the reports of new 
subways, new bridges, new skyscrapers 
and other mammoth undertakings which

Hale Adds to Statement. 

Senator Hale, who, as chairman of the 
Naval Committee, will have much to do 
with the framing of legislation for the 
navy, added the following to the formal 
interview which he gave out last night: 

‘“T always have been what {fs called 
a ‘staff’ man. I believe that the staff 
officers are entitled to rank, titles and 
pay of the line officers. But this re- 
cent incident goes much further than 
the old ‘line and staff’ fight, for never 
before have staff officers claimed the 
right to command. 

“This is going too far and I am en- 
tirely opposed to it.’ 

What the effect of the episode will be 
on appropriation for the increase of 
the navy and upon the “personnel” bill 
designed to increase the pay of all of- 
ficers and men of the army, navy, ma- 
rine corps and revenue service is prob- 
lematical.

THE WAY TO RESUME. 

In New York and Chicago, as in St. Louis, the 
60 days’ notice required of depositors wishing to 
withdraw savings has expired and the demands 
actually made have been few in number and in- 
consequential in amount. 

This supremely reassuring fact should be ac- 
cepted at its full value not only by the public at 
large but by bankers everywhere. It proves that 
the panic of October was a bank panic and that 
it did not extend beyond the banks. 

Further than that, it proves that if the banks 
of the country would now give full faith and 
credit to each other the difficulty, such as it was, 
would be at an end. Even banks cannot frighten 
people who are not afraid. . 

Why trifle, then, with a situation obviously 
satisfactory now but full of possibilities of mis- 
chief? 

Hundreds of millions of currency have been 
hoarded beyond a doubt, but the statements of 
the banks show that as a whole they have no 
more money in their vaults than the law requires. 
They cannot expect to open up the great private 
hoards so long as they are fortifying the currency 
premium by refusfng to pay. 

The first efféct of the\suspension of coin pay- 
ments in the old days always was to drive every 
piece of gold and silver money into hiding. Later, 
emissions of paper sent the metals to a premium. 
In this way stringency and doubt resulted. 

The first effect of the suspension of currency 
payments by the banks last October was the 
locking up of millions of money everywhere in 
the land.. Necessity and returning confidence 
have liberated many of the smaller hoards, but 
the greater ones are still intact. They will not 
be opened up until the banks open up. 

There is nothing in the situation at this time 
to justif? further delay on the part of the banks 
in resuming business in the normal way. There 
is much in the situation which points unerringly 
to real and serious trouble in industry and in 
commerce if they fail to do so. 

New York led off with the embargo. New 
York should now be the first to remove it. If 
New York’s financial house is not yet in order 
it-ought to be, and it is the business of the Gov- 
ernment to put it in order. Desperate expedients 
may be submitted to temporarily. They cannot 
be excused habitually. 

The way to resume is to resume. If there be 
any who cannot resume let us find out all about 
them. Exposure will do them and “everybody 
else much more good than harm. Every march- 
ing army is the better for the loss of the cripples 
who fall out of the ranks, and every cripple is 
the gainer by rest and recuperation. 
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MISSOURI’S CREDIT UNIMPAIRED. 

It does not require an optimist to perceive in 
the news from Camden Point, Mo., the highest 
tribute to the solvency of our financial institu- 
tions. The frequent and persistent runs on Mis- 
souri banks in the night-time by bandits and 
safe-blowers constitute the best record that 
could be offered in these parlous times. 

Nothing is so calculated to impair confidence 
in a State as the utter absence of outlaws from 
its borders and the utter indifference of yeggmen 
and safe-crackers towards its banks. Contrasted 
with the conspicuous wants of other States in 
this respect, Missouri has for many years en- 
grossed the attention and enjoyed the respectful 
solicitude of these experts in values. 

Indeed, Missouri’s history for a generation and 
more has been an almost continuous attestation 
of solvency. Surely it is a pardonable pride 
which points to the long line of famous bank 
examiners from the Bald Knob and the Blue 
Cut, headed by the historic comptroller himself, 
Jesse James, whose seals have certified to our

That one does not catch cold from exposure is now an every-day truism in 
scientific pathology; people like myself, who are out-of-doors practically all 
day, in all weathers, and sleep with their windows. open summer and winter, 
are practically immune, while those who live and work in heated, stuffy build- 
ings are always catching colds. 

Where steam heat is installed, ventilation is especially needed, for the ab- 
sence of flues and open fireplaces deprives the rooms of a constant source of 
pure air, and architects are wondrously negligent in supplying efficient substi- 
tutes for them. When building a hou@e, it is very easy to have at least one open 
grating communicating with the outside air placed at the highest possible point 
in ever room, with a flap, if desired, to prevent this outlet from becoming an 
inlet; but, even when the house is built without these necessary’ ventilators, 
they can be easily made with very little expense or trouble. Perhaps the sim- 
plest method of providing a constant inlet for a room is to have a counterpart 
of the lower rail of the sash frame made with upper and lower surfaces paral- 
lel. When this is put in place and the Window shut down on it, air comes in 
readily at the junction of the upper and lower frames, and at a height which 
prevents those sitting in the room from feeling any draft. 

If the room is on the first floor 97 the house, two gimlet holes should be 
bored through the lower frame into the upper where they overlap; putting two 
easily-fitting wire nails inio these makes the windows as burglar-proof as if 
they were fastened in che usual way. Another very satisfactory plan is to 
make a Tobin's tube. This is done by Najling together four strips of half-inch

“POISON SQUAD” OF GREAT M MEN.

Faith in McCloskey. 
Robinson has great faith in McClos- 
key’s ability .to develop a team, and 
said he had no intentions of getting 
another manager. He intends to give 


McCloskey a thorough trial, and if he 
has the right kind of stuff in him, he 
believes it will be possible to bring the 
Cardinals up, beginning next season. 
In talking of the coming spring se- 
ries with the Browns, Robison stated 
that he was highly in favor of having 
the public understand the games would 
be only exhibition contests for practice. 
Last season the two teams exerted 
themselves a bit too much in the spring 
games and they were not fit for exer- 
tion. With but a couple or three weeks 
of training and chilly weather, no play- 
er should go the limit, especially when 
championship games are to follow. 


Favors Practice Games. 
So Robison favors a series of practice 
games, where two or three pitchers 


will be used in each contest, and not 
one of them let out all the speed in 
his throwing arm. Last season the 
pitchers worked so hard in the spring 
series that when-the regular season 
opened many of them were all but laid 
up with lame arms, and it took many 
weeks to get them back in shape. Con- 
se-uently many a championship game 
was dropped that otherwise might have 
been won. 

Robison has no fear of a war with 
the American Association. He hardly 
thinks the association will start trou- 
ble of any great dimensions, and thinks 
it would not be of much injury to the 
big leagues if it did expand.
